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St.  Francis  Xavier's  University 
Historical  Sketch. 

The  present  University  of  St.  Francis  Xavier  traces 
its  origin  to  the  college  established  by  Bishop  McKinnon 
at  Arichat  in  1853.  On  his  consecration  to  the  See  of 
Arichat  in  1852,  Dr.  McKinnon  found  committed  to  his 
charge  a  wide  diocese,  with  a  Catholic  population  large 
and  at  the  same  time  scattered,  ministered  to  by  a  clergy 
most  devoted  but  all  too  few  for  the  calls  of  such  a  field. 
The  most  urgent  spiritual  need  of  his  flock  was  an  increase 
in  the  numbers  of  the  pastoral  clergy,  and  it  was  to  provide 
for  this  need  that  Bishop  McKinnon  set  up  at  Arichat  the 
College  which  was  to  be  the  parent  of  St.  Francis  Xavier's 
University;  though  the  institution  was  from  the  first  a 
college  of  general  education, not  an  ecclesiastical  seminary. 

Transferred  to  Antigonish. 

Two  years  later,  St.  Francis  Xavier's  College  was 
founded  at  Antigonish,  the  staff  of  the  Arichat  institution 
being  removed  to  that  place.  Its  first  premises  were  a 
wooden  building  to  the  erection  of  which  the  Bishop 
devoted  half  of  a  legacy  of  £5,805,  recently  bequeathed  to 
the  diocese,  and  a  contribution  of  20,000  francs  from  the 
French  Society  for  Foreign  Missions.  The  zeal  and  de- 
votion of  Dr.  John  Cameron,  whom  Bishop  McKinnon 
chose  to  be  the  first  Rector  of  St.  Francis  Xavier's,  bore 
rapid  fruit.  In  1856  there  were  in  St.  Francis  Xavier's 
College  forty-nine  students  and  six  professors,  and  a  not 
unambitious  curriculum  had  been  developed:  Hebrew, 
Latin,  Greek,  French,  English,  Philosophy,  Physics  and 
Mathematics  were  taught,  and  to  these  was  soon  added 
Theology,  of  which  Dr.  Cameron  was  Professor  till  his 
appointment  to  the  Parish  of  Arichat  in  1863.  On  his 
departure,     theological  studies  disappeared   for  a  time 
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from  the  curriculum.  In  1860,  Bishop  McKinnon  wrote 
of  St.  Francis  Xavier's  that  the  institution  "bade  fair  to 
realize  to  religion  and  to  society  all  the  benefits  anticipated 
at  its  foundation." 

University   Powers   Conferred. 

In  1866,  the  fullest  university  powers  were  conferred 
upon  the  College  by  an  act  of  the  Provincial  Legislature, 
which  provided  that:  "St.  Francis  Xavier's  College  at 
Antigonish  should  be  held  and  taken  to  be  a  university, 
with  all  the  usual  rights  and  privileges  of  such  an  in- 
stitution; and  the  students  in  the  said  College  should 
have  the  liberty  and  the  privilege  of  taking  the  degrees 
of  Bachelor,  Master  and  Doctor  in  the  several  Arts  and 
Faculties." 

The  next  ten  years  was  a  period  of  slower  develop- 
ment. But  on  Dr.  Cameron's  succession  to  the  see  of 
Arichat  in  1877,  the  institution  came  once  more  under 
his  quickening  influence.  To  the  new  Bishop,  who  had 
been  the  first  Rector,  and  to  whom,  above  all  others,  it 
owed  its  swift  rise  to  a  plane  of  solid  efTiciency,  the  College 
was  the  dearest  concern  of  his  heart.  At  his  inspiration 
plans  were  soon  undertaken  to  provide  it  with  premises, 
of  greater  dignity  and  solidity  than  the  wooden  strucf^re 
of  1855,  and  in  1880  was  erected  the  brick  building  that 
now  forms  the  eastern  wing  of  the  administrative   block. 

In  1881,  the  annual  grant  of  $1,500  hitherto  paid  by 
the  Provincial  Government  to  the  colleges  of  Nova  Scotia 
was  withdrawn.  The  grant,  though  inconsiderable  in 
amount,  had  been  invaluable  in  eking  out  the  meager 
revenue  derived  from  the  almost  nominal  fees  of  the 
students,  and  its  withdrawal  created  a  serious  emergency. 
Bishop  Cameron  promptly  appealed  to  the  Catholics  of 
Eastern  Nova  Scotia  to  raise  an  endowment,  the  income 
from  which  should  in  some  measure  replace  the  cancelled

grant.     A    sum    of    over    $20,000    was    subscribed    and 
invested. 

A  year  later,  a  Provincial  Statute  created  a  Board  of 
Governors  to  hold  and  administer  the  property  of  the 
University.  Afterwards,  by  an  amendment  of  this  Act, 
two  alumni  members,  annually  elected,  were  added  to  the 
governing  body.  Meanwhile  the  process  of  growth  and 
expansion  continued.  In  1888  extensive  improvements 
were  made.  A  western  wing  was  erected  parallel  to  the 
eastern  -one  and  also  a  central  structure  connecting  the 
two.  The  west  wing  was  further  extended  in  1895,  and 
after  an  amendment  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation  had  sanc- 
tioned a  fresh  loan  for  the  purpose,  a  convent  was  built 
for  the  Sisters  of  St.  Martha,  in  whose  hands  the  domestic 
economy  of  the  institution  was  placed,  while  the  infirmary 
was  entrusted  to  graduate  nurses  of  the  same  sisterhood. 
The  central  building  expanded  to  its  present  limits  in 
1898,  when  the  block  which  forms  the  extremity  of  its 
west  wing  was  added,  and  laboratories,  chemical,  physical 
and  geological,  were  installed.  At  the  sam^e  tim.e,  the 
older  portions  of  the  building  were  remodeled. 

Generous  Benefactors. 

In  recent  years,  several  remarkable  benefactions 
were  made  to  the  University;  gifts  of  buildings,  which 
have  modernized  its  external  equipment,  and  of  pro- 
fessorial chairs,  which  have  enabled  it  to  strengthen  and 
enlarge  its  Faculty. 

The  Science  Building  is  the  finest  of  these  bene- 
factions. It  was  built  in  1910,  and  is  one  of  the  many 
splendid  gifts  of  Neil  McNeil,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  to  St. 
Francis  Xavier's.  In  1911,  the  late  Dr.  J.  E.  Somers,  of 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  presented  to  the  University  its  hand- 
some Chapel,  a  structure  in  steel,  stone  and  brick,  with 
accommodation  for  five  hundred  worshippers.     The  large 
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dormitory  of  brick  and  steel  construction  known  as 
Mockler  Hall,  which. owes  its  origin  to  the  generosity  of 
Captain  Patrick  Mockler,  of  Brule,  Colchester  Co.,  N.  S., 
was  built  in  1915.  These  three  buildings  were  erected 
under  the  supervision  of  J.  McNeil,  Esq.,  B.  Sc,  B.  A.,  a 
graduate  of  the  University.  The  Gymnasium  and  Lib- 
rary were  built  in  1916.  The  form.er  is  the  gift  of  Dr.  J.  E. 
Somers;  the  erection  of  the  latter  was  encouraged  by  the 
generosity  of  an  anonym.ous  benefactor,  whose  donation 
of  $5,000  was  supplemented  by  the  contributions  of  the 
clergy  and  many  laymen  of  the  diocese. 

During  this  period  St.  Francis  Xavier's  made  pro- 
gress also  in  other  directions.  In  1907,  the  laymen  of 
the  diocese  contributed  a  sum  of  over  $26,000  as  the 
nucleus  of  a  general  endowment  fund.  Three  prof- 
fessorial  chairs  were  endowed,  that  of  Classics  by  Doctor 
Somers,  the  donor  of  the  chapel  and  gymnasium,  that  of 
History  by  the  late  Rev.  W.  B.  MacDonald,  cf.Lourdes, 
N.  S.,  that  of  Geology  by  Hon.  Senator  M.  J.  O'Brien, 
Renfrew,  Ontario.  The  late  Hon.  Senator  Vv'm.  MacDon- 
ald, in  addition  to  the  gifts  presented  during  his  lifetime, 
bequeathed  to  the  University  the  sum.  of  $5,000,  which  is 
invested  as  an  endowment  for  the  library.  Here  must  be 
mentioned  a  benefaction  of  a  different  category:  in  1907, 
the  clergy  of  the  diocese  purchased  for  the  University  the 
large  property  known  as  Mount  Cam.eron  Farm.  Besides, 
contributions  amounting  to  over  $39,000  were  received 
at  various  times  for  the  purpose  of  providing  Bursaries 
for  deserving  ecclesiastical  students. 

In  1920  the  Governors  of  the  College  launched  a 
campaign  to  raise  the  sum  of  $500,000  for  the  various 
needs  of  the  College.  The  move  having  proved  a  success, 
many  needed  improvements  were  made  in  the  College 
buildings.  A  new  heating  and  power  plant  is  already 
nearly  completed  and  the  heating  systems  in  several  of  the 
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buildings  have  been  remodeled.     A  considerable  amount 
of  the  Campaign  funds  will  be  available  for  endowment. 

In  1919  the  Carnegie  Corporation  of  New  York 
offered  a  donation  cf  $50,000  for  the  endowment  of  a 
Chair  of  French  on  condition  that  a  similar  amount  be 
raised  for  a  Chair  of  Education  and  for  scholarships.  This 
condition  was  fulfilled  early  in  1920  as  a  result  of  the 
campaign  referred  to  above. 

Affiliation  witli  Oxford  and  Cam li ridge. 

On  February  8th,  1915,  the  Convocation  of  the 
University  of  Oxford  passed  the  following  Decree,  viz: 

"That  the  University  of  St.  Francis  Xavier,  Antigon- 
ish,  Nova  Scotia,  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  Statt. 
Tit.  II  Sec.  VIII.     On  Colonial  and  Indian  Universities." 

On  February  10th,  1917,  the  following  regulation 
passed  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Cambridge: 

"That  the  University  of  St.  Francis  Xavier,  Antigo- 
nish,  Nova  Scotia,  be  adopted  as  an  Institution  affihated 
to  the  University  of  Cambridge."

Caution  Money. 

Every  student  is  required  at  entrance  to  deposit  ten 
dollars  as  caution  money  which  will  be  repaid  to  him  when 
he  leaves  the  University  if  there  are  no  charges  against 
him. 
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Payment  in  Advance. 

Fees  are  payable  in  advance,  $105.00  on  Sept.  15, 
and  $135.00  on  Jan.  11. 

While  a  student  is  indebted  to  the  institution  for 
dues,  fees,  or  charges  of  any  kind,  no  degree  will  be  con- 
ferred on  him,  and  no  testimonial,  or  certificate,  or  state- 
ment of  examination  record  will  be  issued  to  him. 

University  Buildings. 

Besides  the  main  building  which  contains  dining 
halls,  class  rooms,  and  accommodation  for  one  hundred 
and  fifty  students,  there  is  Mockler  Hall  Dormitory. 
Other  buildings  are  the  McNeil  Science  Hall,  the  Somers 
Chapel  for  University  students,  a  Library  and  a  Gym- 
nasium, the  latter  also  the  gift  of  the  late  Dr.  John  E. 
Somers, 

Residence. 

Students  whose  homes  are  not  in  Antigonish  are  ex- 
pected to  board  in  the  College.  For  special  reasons,  how- 
ever, a  student  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  College  au- 
thorities, reside  in  an  approved  boarding  house. 

Students  are  expected  to  supply  themselves  with  a 
full  supply  of  clothing,  towels,  toilet  articles  and  nap- 
kins.    Every  article  should  bear  the  name  of  the  owner. 

Admission. 

Before  being  admitted  to  the  Arts  Course,  or  to  the 
Science  Course,  a  student  looking  forward  to  a  degree 
must  have  completed  a  High  School  Course  and  must 
satisfy  the  requirements  as  to  scholarship  by  passing  the 
regular  Matriculation  Examination,  or  by  presenting  sat- 
isfactory certificates  of  having  passed  equivalent  examin- 
ations in  some  recognized  High  School  or  Academy.  Ap- 
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plicants  for  admission  must  present  a  certificate  of  good 
moral  character  from  some  responsible  person. 

Matriculation  Examinations  will  be  held  in  June 
and  September.  Students  desirous  of  taking  these  ex- 
aminations will  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Director  of 
Studies  not  later  than  the  last  Saturday  of  May  or 
August. 

New  students  who  wish  to  enter  at  once  the  Sopho- 
more, Junior  or  Senior  Year,  must  pass  an  examination 
or  present  certificates  for  the  subjects  prescribed  for  the 
year  or  years  below  the  year  they  wish  to  enter.  For 
such  examinations  also  notice  ought  to  be  given  on  or 
before  August  30th. 

Matriculation  in  Arts. 

The  following  are  the  subjects  for  Matriculation:  (1) 
English,  (2)  British  or  Ancient  History,  (3)  Algebra  (in- 
cluding Arithmetic),  (4)  Geometry,  (5)  Latin,  (6)  another 
modern  language,  (7)  and  (8)  any  two  of  the  following  not 
already  chosen:  British  History,  Ancient  History,  Greek, 
Trigonometry,  another  modern  language.  Physics,  Che- 
mistry. 

Grade  XI  Certificates  will  be  accepted  for  Matri- 
culation under  the  following  conditions:  The  pass 
mark  in  all  subjects  is  50  per  cent,  subject  however 
to  the  following  condition,  namely,  that  the  candidate 
shall  make  an  average  of  60  per  cent  in  at  least  four  sub- 
jects. 

A  student  who  has  made  60  per  cent  on  a  given  sub- 
ject, or  an  average  of  60  per  cent  on  two  or  three  subjects 
— none  of  them  being  below  50  per  cent — will  be  consider- 
ed to  have  satisfied  the  Matriculation  requirements  in 
these  subjects.  Such  a  student  however  cannot  be  admit- 
ted into  the  Freshman  year,  but  must  repeat  the  work  of 
the  Xlth  Grade.  He  may  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty 
be  admitted  to  one  or  more  subjects  of  Freshman  in  which 
he  has  passed  the  Matriculation  requirements.  If  a  stu- 
dent has  made  an  average  of  60  per  cent  in  at  least  three 
subjects,  he  may  make  application  for  Matriculation  ex- 
aminations in  the  subjects  in  which  he  has  failed,  such  ex- 
aminations to  be  held  at  the  opening  of  college. 
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40  per  cent  on  a  given  subject  of  Grade  XII  will  be 
accepted  as  an  equivalent  for  Matriculation  in  that  sub- 
ject. When  the  subject  is  divided  into  two  parts  the  aver- 
age of  the  two  will  be  considered. 

A  student  who,  before  registration  in  the  University, 
has  made  50  per  cent  on  a  subject  of  Grade  XII,  will  be 
considered  to  have  passed  Freshman  in  that  subject. 
After  registration,  60  per  cent  will  be  required  of  students 
presenting  Grade  XII  Certificates  as  an  equivalent  for 
Freshman  "passes".  The  foregoing  regulations  apply- 
only  to  Latin,  Greek,  French,  German,  English,  and 
Mathematics,  not  to  scientific  subjects  or  to  History.  If 
a  student  has  made  50  per  cent  or  upwards  on  at  least  four 
subjects  of  Grade  XII  (not  including  Science  and  History) 
he  may  take  supplemental  examinations  at  the  opening 
of  college  in  subjects  in  which  he  has  not  fallen  below  30 
per  cent,  provided  however  he  has  credit  for  the  corres- 
ponding subjects  of  Matriculation  standard. 

A  student  who  intends  entering  a  medical  or  d,ental  school  on  a 
Matriculation  must  take  Physics  and  Chemistry.

The  operations  of  the  mind  are  studied 
in  detail.  Syllogistic  reasoning  is  carefully  examined,  and  the  logi- 
cal force  of  Induction  ascertained.  The  Methods  of  Induction, 
elaborated  by  John  Stuart  Mill,  are  discussed.  Special 
stress  is  laid  on  the  doctrine  of  "the  Universals,"  particularly 
their  relation  to  extra-mental  realities.  The  nature  of  Truth  and  Cer- 
titude, the  primary  laws  of  thought,  and  the  ultimate  source  of  Cog- 
nition are  analysed.  The  universal  criterion  of  truth  is  determined; 
the  Scholastic  view  of  it  is  explained  and  contrasted  with  views  held 
by  others,  notably  Sir  William  Hamilton.    (5  hours  a  week).

Ontology.     Here  the  Thomistic  Philosophy  is  closely  followed. 

Natural  Philosophy .  The  peripatetic  view  concerning  the  na- 
ture of  bodies  is  specially  dwelt  on.  Their  activities  are  defined  and 
explained,  and  the  nature  of  miracles  is  examined  and  their  possibil- 
ity established.

The  University  offers  a  number  of  graduate  courses  extending 
over  one  year  leading  to  the  degree  of  M.  A. 

The  principal  departments  in  which  these  courses  are  provided 
are: 

English,  Latin,  French,  Greek,  History,  Economics,  Sociology, 
Physics,  Mathematics,  Biology,  Chemistry. 

A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  must  be  a  gradu- 
ate of  this  or  some  other  accredited  college  or  university.  The  work 
required  for  this  degree  must  be  equivalent  to  five  courses  and 
should  occupy  the  candidate's  time  for  at  least  thirty  hours  per 
week  throughout  the  school  year.  The  courses  selected  by  the  can- 
didate must  be  from  two  correlated  departments,  and  his  subjects 
must  meet  the  approval  of  the  professors  of  these  departments  act- 
ing in  consultation  with  the  Committee  on  Studies.  Advanced  un- 
dergraduate courses  may  be  accepted  in  part,  provided  these  coursies 
were  not  previously  required  for  a  Bachelor's  Degree.  A  thesis  may 
or  may  not  be  required. 

Graduates  of  this  University  may  do  the  required  work  in 
absentia.  If  the  course  be  persued  in  absentia  it  must  extend  over 
a  period  of  at  least  two  years.  Graduates  of  other  institutions 
must  be  in  residence  for  one  year.

In  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March 
(January  17  to  March  12)  the  College  opened  a  People's 
School,  the  object  being  to  provide  a  "second  chance"  for 
adults  who  have  awakened  to  the  fact  that  they  are  de- 
ficient in  educational  equipment  and  who  are  desirous  of 
remedying  the  deficiency.  No  educational  test  was  de- 
manded for  entrance,  beyond  a  desire  for  knowledge  on 
the  part  of  the  student  and  a  willingness  to  study  and 
profit  by  the  instruction  given.

Demonstration  was  given  of  practical  devices  that  illus- 
trate the  principle  dealt  with,  such  as  levers  and  pulleys, 
steam  and  gas  engines,  the  microscope  and  telescope,  the 
electric-generator  and  motor.
